ALMOST £1 million has the Growing Places fund was 


been awarded to a high¬ 
ways project that will 
help boost Northampton 
town centre's regenera¬ 
tion. 

The Northamptonshire 
County Council-led initiative 
has been awarded £981,000 
from the Growing Places Fund 
and will help to create the in¬ 
frastructure needed to unlock 
three town centre schemes, the 
St John’s Hotel development, 
new accommodation for the 
University of Northampton 
and a major new office com¬ 
plex off Angel Street. 

The work will involve wid¬ 
ening Swan Street so traffic 
can flow in both directions 
making access to the new de¬ 
velopments easier. 

The county council hopes 
the project - which is due to 
start in early October and in¬ 
clude some work to the Plough 
Hotel gyratory - will help ease 
traffic pressures in this part of 
the town, bring forward pri¬ 
vate sector investment earlier 
than expected and make other 
important developments such 
as Northamptonshire Water¬ 
side Enterprise Zone more ac¬ 
cessible. 

County council leader Jim 
Harker said: “This is exactly 
the sort of scheme for which 


developed and I’m delighted 
we are now in a position to 
move forward with this. 

“This bottleneck would 
have been a real obstruction 
to development in this part of 
the town and would have made 
bringing these key capital 
projects to fruition very dif¬ 
ficult. 

“It’s encouraging that even 
during this hard economic pe¬ 
riod this regeneration work 
is continuing and laying firm 
foundations for future growth 
and prosperity.” 

Paul Southworth, chair¬ 
man of Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership which 
helped to secure the fund¬ 
ing, said: “This is great news 
that will continue to support 
ongoing economic develop¬ 
ment within the town and be¬ 
yond. 

“Three key projects will be 
unlocked by this funding, and 
it is also set to support signifi¬ 
cant additional private sector 
investment to the area earlier 
than may otherwise have been 
delivered.” 

The project is part of the 
£5.9 million Growing Places 
Fund that the Government al¬ 
located to Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership in Feb¬ 
ruary 2012.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
saw the second biggest 
spike in arson attacks in 
the whole country last 
year, after the county 
recorded its first rise for 
eight years. 

Figures show 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service has managed 
to reduce the most serious 
arson incidents year on year 
since 2004, but in 2011-12, the 
numbers shot up by 17 per 
cent, which is the second 


highest in the UK, behind 
Cornwall. 

In 2010-11 there were 295 
major deliberate fires, but 
in 2011-12 this number rose 
to 345, and with the service 
seeing falls in false alarms 
and building fires last year, 
its chief fire officer has 
pledged to keep arson attacks 
down. 

Martyn Emberson said: 
“It’s an ongoing issue for us 
and we’re not going to stop. 

“We have seen vehicles 
become targets for arsonists, 


but deliberate fires have come 
down continually over the 
last eight years. 

“It can have a devastating 
impact on the person, and 
we have seen cars targeted 
for their value. But last year 
could just be a blip. 

“We’ve already seen the 
number of incidents go down 
for the first quarter of this 
year.” 

Mr Emberson said that as 
a lot of arson was associated 
with smaller crimes, and the 
service was working with 


the police force to reduce 
incidents of anti-social 
behaviour. 

The service has posted 
reductions in false alarms by 
16 per cent, from 3,103 in 2010- 
11 to 2,608 last year. 

Officers said this was a 
result of its unwanted fire 
signals policy, which means 
the service challenges calls 
and encourages certain 
businesses where nobody 
sleeps inside to go offline 
during the night to avoid 
unwanted call outs.

FREE work to upgrade council homes 
in deprived areas of Northampton 
will save tenants at least £300 a year 
in bills, energy bosses estimate. 

Northampton Borough Council 
and E.ON are about halfway through 
modifiying 2,500 homes in the Billing, 
Castle, Eastfield, Lumbertubs, St 
James and Spencer areas. 

E.ON will bear the bulk of the 
cost, spending £5 million in the town, 
after being ordered to do so by the 
Government to help address fuel 
poverty. 

Council officials admit a small 
number of tenants had resisted 
because they believed some of the 
work made their houses look worse. 

But many were thrilled with the 
potential benefits. 

Rachael Chaplin, aged 40, of 
Dallington Road, Spencer, said: “I’ve 
lived in this house all my life and it 
used to be so cold my brother would 
literally get frost on his nose and the 
windows would frost up. 

“I’ve already seen the benfits. I used 
to top up the gas £10 a week without 
really thinking. I looked the other day 
and I was £70 in credit. Without doubt 
it’s a fantastic scheme for me.”

RESIDENTS on a new 
estate in Northampton 
have called for an 
overgrown field to be 
transformed into a green 
space for their children. 

Homeowners in St Crispins 
had been promised sports pitches 
and a community centre on land 
off Kent Road, but they said 
Northampton Borough Council 
had not moved forward on the 
project, despite having had 
permission to work on the land 
for 18 months. 

The council said a legal 
process must be followed before 
the project could go ahead, which 
could take more than three years. 


The residents association 
for the estate, Crispin’s Folly 
Management Company, has cut a 
small section of the grass and put 
up goals to allow children to play 
football. 

It said it proved there was a 
need for the facility. 

Director Darrin Stevens, of 
Kent Walk, said: “There should 
be football pitches, a community 
centre and lots of other things. 
There is nowhere for the kids to 
play. 

“We want to know when the 
council is going to get its finger 
out and do what it said it was 
going to do.” 

Fellow director Bob Barrett, 
of Frank Large Walk, said: “It is 


extremely frustrating. 

“They have dithered around 
with it for the last 10 years. 

“The trigger was when 300 
units had been built on the estate, 
there was an obligation for it to 
be turned into parkland. 

“And 10 years later we are no 
further forward.” 

Councillor Brian Sargeant 
(Con, Upton) said he was not 
optimistic of a swift conclusion. 

He said: “It will be at least 
three years. 

“It has got to be levelled and it 
has got to be drained. 

“The delays are mostly legal. 
You can push things on but 
you have got to follow the legal 
process.”

Pledge to give 
cash for trees 


FELLED trees that 
had been missed by 
some Northampton 
residents for almost 
seven years could 
soon be replaced 
using a councillor's 
special funds. 

Council officials or¬ 
dered that several trees 
which lined Bush Hill, 
in Headlands, had to be 
pulled up in 2005 after 
they became unsafe and 
their roots began to de¬ 
stroy the pavement. 

However they were 
never replaced, to the 
sadness of some resi¬ 
dents of the street. 

Marion Minney 

(Con, Headlands), has 
now pledged most of 
her Northamptonshire 
County Council empow¬ 
ering councillors’ money 
- £5,000 - to help restore 
trees to the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

She said: “It was such 
a shame that it was nec¬ 
essary to uproot them 
because a lot of people 
thought they were very 
attractive. 

“I thought it would 


have been a good idea to 
replace them because of 
the good they do to the 
environment. 

“They’re the lungs of 
the community and I’m 
glad to have the chance to 
replace them.” 

Northamptonshire 
County Council said it 
conducted a poll on the 
scheme and most people 
in the street were in fa¬ 
vour. 

But opinion was di¬ 
vided among some peo¬ 
ple the Chronicle & Echo 
spoke to. 

Mark Dowling said: 
“I’m in favour of it. I 
don’t think many people 
would be against it in 
their road. 

“Driving to your house 
up a tree-lined road 
would be very nice.” 

Ann Berrill said: 
“We’ve had problems 
with the structure of our 
house because of the tree 
that used to be outside 
our front garden. 

“But as long as they 
pick a small size, like a 
rowan, then I think we’d 
be in favour. 

“It did used to look 


lovely when they were 
blossoming.” 

However, not all were 
in favour. 

Terry Partridge said: 
“I do like the idea of it, 
but I think the same is¬ 
sues would happen again 
so it would be impracti¬ 
cal. 

“I would say ‘no 
thanks’.” 

And a neighbour, Pat, 
said she was firmly 
against new saplings. 
She said: “I want abso¬ 
lutely no more trees here. 

“There have been such 
a lot of issues. 

“The fruit that drops 
off them gets trodden 
into my carpet by my 
grandchildren, they 
grow over our gardens 
and they will wreck the 
pavements again. 

“The repair work is 
always very poor quality 
and it makes the pave¬ 
ments look terrible. 

“It’s all very well plant¬ 
ing them, but who will 
pay for their upkeep in 
the long term?” 

The whole project is 
scheduled to be complet¬ 
ed this autumn.

A SMALL corner of a his¬ 
toric church in the centre 
of Northampton has been 
brought back to life after 
years of restoration work. 

Experts began work on the 
Soldiers’ Chapel at The Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre in Sheep 
Street in 2008. 

After fixing the building’s roof, 
work began to restore the wall 
paintings inside the chapel. Fol¬ 
lowing £30,000 of restoration 
work, the chapel was re-dedicated 
at a ceremony on Sunday 

John Kightley MBE, from the 
Holy Sepulchre Northampton 
Restoration Trust, said the build¬ 
ing had now been “given its mag¬ 
nificence back”. 

He added: “It’s been brilliantly 
brought back to life after quite a 
major investment. 

“We’ve had a team of top, in¬ 
ternational conservators in and 


they’ve treated all the differ¬ 
ent paintings, cleaned them and 
brought them back to life.” 

The Soldiers’ Chapel was re¬ 
dedicated during Talavera Week¬ 
end, which commemorates the 
Battle of Talavera, The North¬ 
amptonshire Regiments’ main 
battle honour. 

Guests at Sunday’s service 
included Colonel Peter Worthy, 
who is the former president of 
the Northamptonshire Regiment 
Association, Deputy Lieutenant 
of Northamptonshire, Colonel 
Ian Skeers, Major Colin Spears 
and the Mayor of Northampton, 
Roger Conroy 

Mr Kightley said: “The Sol¬ 
diers’ Chapel hasn’t been used 
very much as a chapel in the past. 
Now, it will have new chairs put 
in and be used much more for 
services and meetings.” 

Full restoration of the church 
began in 1982, costing £1.2 million.

weekend. Kingsthorpe resident, Sharon Skin¬ 
ner, who led the restoration with her husband, 
Julian, was one of the first people to drive the 
restored vehicle. 

She said: “It was a great feeling. I felt as high 
as a kite standing up there on the footplate. 

“And everyone who’s seen it has said we’ve 
done a great job. 

“To see it rolling again is absolutely bril- 
liant.” 

The 113-year-old steamroller was built at the 
Globe works in Southbridge, Northampton. 

It was used to create miles of roads around 
Northampton until it was retired in 
1954. 

It then became a celebrity 
vehicle, regularly appear¬ 
ing at the front of the 


town’s annual carnival until it was finally left to 
rust at the council depot during the 1990s. 

Crowds of steam enthusiats who 
flocked to see it at the weekend saw it 
in steam for the first time in years 
after it passed its boiler test at 11pm 
on Friday. 

Mr Skinner said: “It’s tre¬ 
mendous to see it in steam 
again.

Rooftop raiders 
make off with 
plasma TV haul 


A BUSINESSMAN has revealed 
how raiders smashed through 
the roof of his shop before carry¬ 
ing out dozens of plasma televi¬ 
sions. 

The brazen raid targeted an electrical 
shop in Barrack Road, Northampton, in 
the early hours of Saturday morning. 

The owner said he believed a gang 
of up to six burglars climbed onto the 
second-storey of the building where the 
Electronix shop is, before looting the 
store between lam and 2.30am. 

Abdul Shukor, aged 34, of The Mounts, 
said the men cut a square in the ceiling 
so they could peer inside and locate the 
sensors. They were then able to cut more 


holes to disable the alarms before smash¬ 
ing their way through the roof. 

Mr Shukor said between 40 and 50 
plasma and LCD televisions were stolen 
worth “£20,000 to £30,000”. 

The raid comes after he had to close 
his shop for nine months last year be¬ 
cause he and his father were in hospital. 

He said: “They have taken all the good 
stuff. They took every TV worth £400 or 
£500. We can’t open because there are 
holes in the ceiling. 

“You try your best to run your busi¬ 
ness and then this happens. Losing this 
sort of money is devastating.” 

Police believe the burglars would have 
required a lorry to transport the goods 
and have appealed for witnesses.

IN the gold-plated world of the lux¬ 
ury saloon, the Mercedes S-Class is 
king.

Granted, the latter 
is a big improvement, just don’t go looking 
for major sheet metal adjustments. 

Considerable gains have been made in the 
ride though and comfort departments, plus 


in boosting economy and reducing emis¬ 
sions across the range, thanks in part 
to the standard fit inclusion of a new 
eight-speed auto gearbox and engine 
stop-start. For diesel users - that’s the 
popular 730d and performance orientat¬ 
ed 740d - that means a sub-150g/km C02 
rating for the former. 

But what’s really clever for a car of 
this size is its figures: 32.8mpg economy 
and 199g/km C02, a result of BMW’s en¬ 
gineers tinkering with the engine’s Val- 
vetronic technology to modify the intake 
system during periods of low activity. 

The facelift has also allowed BMW 
to add the wealth of recent new hi-tech 
kit from lesser models, such as web- 
connected services, high-end audio 
options, intelligent headlights and en¬ 
hanced electronic safety and conven¬ 
ience aids. 

Overall, then, this mid-life uplift 
for the 7 Series has done a good job 
of keeping the car in touch with the 
competition.

Platt and Nicholls 
shine for Cobblers 


THE Cobblers wrapped up 
their home pre-season friend¬ 
ly campaign with a hugely 
encouraging win over a West 
Ham United side at Sixfields 
on Tuesday night. 

Clive Platt, Kelvin Langmead 
and Alex Nicholls were all on the 
scoresheet as Town turned in a 
convincing display and register a 
win in their final home warm-up 
game. 

Northampton were the better 
side, with eye-catching performanc¬ 
es coming from Platt and new goal¬ 
keeper Lee Nicholls, who acquitted 
himself well on debut. 

Lively Irons winger Robert Hall 
showed some adroit skill and ben¬ 
efited from a lucky break to flip over 
a cross that Sam Baldock glanced 


into the side netting. 

But it was Town who scored first, 
Chris Hackett doing superbly well 
to dribble around his marker and 
swerve in a knee-high cross that 
landed at the feet of Platt, who made 
no mistake. 

Debutant keeper Lee Nicholls 
had acquitted himself well in the 
first quarter of an hour but was 
nowhere near an excellent right¬ 
footed free-kick from Jack Powell 
that struck the crossbar from 25 
yards. 

Platt - who was giving the young 
visiting defenders a brutal evening 
- almost turned provider for Hack¬ 
ett, his sidefooted shot placed only 
into the hands of keeper Jake Lar¬ 
kins. 

Larkins, though, was nowhere 
near a corner that evaded everyone 


except Kelvin Langmead at the back 
post, who, almost in shock, put his 
effort wide of the mark. 

Town weren’t making many er¬ 
rors in the game but two in a second 
cost them the advantage. 

A flighted ball in behind got the 
better of Joe Widdowson, Luke Gut¬ 
tridge failed to complete the clear¬ 
ance, and Sam Baldock finished 
from 16 yards. 

Robert Hall glided inside a cou¬ 
ple of challenges but saw his shot 
blocked and, on the counter-attack, 
Platt beat Larkins to the ball and 
eventually teed up Nicholls, who 
drove wide. 

The home side’s advantage was 
restored when Tozer’s shot was 
palmed away from a corner and 
from the resulting set play, Kelvin 
Langmead capitalised on a defen¬ 


sive mix-up to score from close 
range. 

The Cobblers nearly had a third 
when Ben Harding skilfully earned 
himself some space in the box only 
to fluff his shot tamely towards 
goal. 

It did arrive though when a long 
ball was flicked on by substitute 
Adebayo Akinfenwa into the path of 
Nicholls, who ran from deep, drew 
the keeper and slotted home. 

Nicholls almost added another in 
the final five minutes of the game 
with a shot from distance that Lar¬ 
kins tipped over the bar. 

Liverpool loanee Henoc Muke- 
ndi - technically a trialist at this 
stage - should have scored too, but 
completely missed his kick after 
finding himself in space eight yards 
out. 


Wilson's 
looking 
sharp, 
says Jim 

JIM MALLINDER says he can’t wait 
to see James Wilson don the Saints 
shirt for the first time. 

And he has confirmed the versatile 
Kiwi, who arrived at Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens last Friday, is set to be handed a 
central berth this season. 

Wilson is likely to play his first 
Saints game on Friday when they 
take on Italian outfit Zebre in the 
Vaquerin Challenge match at Millau. 

And boss Mallinder admits he is 
really looking forward to seeing the 
former Bourgoin player get a run-out 
in the green, black and gold. 

“He’s not been here long,” said 
the Saints boss. “He only arrived on 
Friday afternoon and trained for the 
first time on Monday morning. 

“It’s really good to see him. He’s 
looking sharp, he’s looking fit and 
I’m really looking forward to seeing 
him play.” 

Wilson has played at full-back and 
fly-half during spells at provincial 
New Zealand side Southlands and 
French outfit Bourgoin. 

He possesses a booming right boot, 
but Mallinder believes that will be 
best used at centre, where he intends 
to play the 28-year-old. 

“Mainly centre is what he’s look¬ 
ing to play but as you’ve seen from 
his previous record he’s played a lot 
of time at 10 and at full-back so being 
versatile always helps,” he said. 

“He does kick a ball really well and 
that’s one of the things he’s really 
got.” 

Meanwhile, four Saints academy 
players have jetted off with Eng¬ 
land under-18s for a summer tour of 
South Africa. 

Tom Stephenson, Sam Olver, 
Howard Packman and Danny Hobbs- 
Awoyemi are in the squad for the trip 
which will include three games. 

The first comes against Wales on 
August 10, before a clash with France 
on August 14 and a final match 
against South Africa on August 18. 

And reigning European champi¬ 
ons England will be confident of suc¬ 
cess having already disposed of the 
Welsh and the French this season. 

“We’re really looking forward to 
it,” said England Under 18 coach 
John Fletcher. “It’s been a while 
since we were last together but the 
lads are in good shape and we can’t 
wait to get out there. 

“Previous results count for very 
little, Wales are taking a different 
group of players and France will be 
tough, as ever. 

“We know that we’re going to have 
to play well and perform somewhere 
near our best to stand any chance of 
winning.” 
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
